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AN OPEN LETTER TO MANUFACTURERS EXPORTING 


TO THE UNITED STATES

Y WORK recently took me to the United States and during 
Mia. month I spent there I visited Detroit, Chicago, Minne- 

apolis, St. Paul, Seattle, San Francisco, Los Angeles, Denver, 
New York and Washington. In all these cities I had the good 
fortune to meet many Americans interested, from one angle or 
another, in importing and selling British goods—interested, that is 
to say, in our export drive to the United States. My stay in each 
place was so short that many of the discussions I had were brief and 
of a general nature, but it may be worth while to set down a few of 
the general impressions I gained and in particular to report to you 
some of the comments made by Americans with whom I talked. 

I was much struck by the fact that nearly all of them raised the 
same points and most of them began their conversations by saying : 
“Do British manufacturers realize that..?" I know there is 
nothing new in what they said and that many of you will have heard 
the same things from your own distributors and agents ; certainly 
all the points have been raised at one time or another in articles in 
the Board of Trade Journal, written by the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment’s commercial representatives overseas. My excuse for 
repeating some of it again is that though everyone would doubtless 
agree that it is suicidal to ignore or discount the views and reactions 
of customers or potential customers, Americans continue to assert 
that there are some British exporters who do so. 


Demand for Consumer Goods 


Not surprisingly, few Americans whom I asked for an opinion on 
the future prospects of consumer goods or the likelihood of a con- 
tinuing recession Were prepared to give a firm view, but on the whole 
they seemed fairly optimistic and thought that at least so long as the 
rearmament programme was maintained there would be no major 


recession and that on balance even the long term prospects were not 
unfavourable. Everybody, however, agreed that even if there is to 
be no disastrous and enduring slump there is certainly no question 
of any renewed spending spree and that the public are buying very 
cautiously and with much regard to price. 

Everyone expressed concern about our prices. I need hardly 
say that over and over again I was told that these were too high, but 
that what was most damaging was the increase made in the prices 
of some particular product of ours just at a time when the United 
States manufacturers of similar goods made a reduction. In this 
connection it struck me that perhaps distributors and agents are not 
always given the detailed reasons why an increase in price is 
necessary and I think it would always be worth while to give the 
fullest possible explanation if only to help the Americans to under- 
stand and sympathize with our problems. 

I was assured by many buyers and agents that the label ‘* Made in 
Britain” is still a most valuable selling point which would usually 
tip the scales in our favour if the price and quality of our goods were 
the same as the equivalent United States products, but I was con- 
tinually warned that it could not work miracles by selling goods 
which really were of no better quality and yet more expensive. 
Furthermore, British goods have now to meet foreign competition, 
particularly but by no means only, from Germany and Japan— 
competition which is growing so rapidly that the Americans who 
are well disposed to this country are very disturbed by this serious 
threat to United Kingdom trade. ‘They pointed out that this com- 
petition is not now confined to the cheapest or at any rate to the very 
low quality stuff. A lot of Japanese goods, for instance, cannot be 
dismissed as shoddy. In many cases they are, in workmanship and 
design, up to the standard of British goods and we cannot in these 
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circumstances rely on sentiment continuing to influence consumers 
in our favour. 


Import Mindedness 

There is, however, one aspect of foreign competition from which 
we can take encouragement. I was amazed by the widespread and 
overwhelming evidence of import mindedness all over America. I 
was, of course, meeting people who were for the most part actively 
engaged in import trade, but I am not thinking of their attitude so 
much as of the visual evidence provided in the retail stores. I had no 
idea that so many of these sold Biitish goods or, if they did, carried 
such wide and varied ranges. Still less had I realized that there was 
so much exploitation of the fact that goods were imported. In almost 
every city I visited there was at least one store which was staging an 
import week or devoting several large windows to the display of 
imported goods amongst which British products were invariably given 
pride of place. 

You are naturally much concerned by the existence of protectionist 
feeling in the United States and fearful of its effect on tariffs and other 
legislation detrimental to our trade, and I hope it is some re-assurance 
to know that retailers, far from fearing consumer reaction against 
imports, should feel able to exploit an obviously widespread desire for 
them. The evidence provided by the retail stores is again of par- 
ticular interest at present because they are the ultimate outlet for 
practically all those categories of consumer goods, the production of 
which is least affected by shortage of raw materials or the demands 
of the defence programme. 


Showing What We Have to Offer 

Practically every American with whom I talked said he believed the 
most vital and urgent problem for British manufacturers was how to 
bring the goods they had to offer to the notice of potential customers. 
In this connection the most usual criticisms were that British exporters 
would not come and study the market for themselves and that firms 
appeared reluctant to send their representatives to the United States. 
Too often the representatives who do come are not of high enough 
level in the firm to enable them to discuss the possibilities of modifying 
the styling, packaging or whatever other changes the American 
customer might want 

Again, I was told that our British firms often do not follow up an 
initial visit and it was pointed out that this is essential to maintain 
continuity and prove to the customer that his suppliers are really 
interested. It is particularly necessary for overseas suppliers to do 
this in order to counteract the natural doubts about the reliability of 
overseas sources of supply and it is doubly necessary in view of the 
enormous amount of trouble which the United States domestic manu- 
facturer is prepared to take in cultivating his customers. Another 
criticism was that our business men who do go out to the States often 
waste their opportunities because they are not prepared to stay long 
enough. They allow too little time to make all the contacts which 
might be valuable or to spend long enough with the people they do 
meet. The Americans who make such criticisms do not of course 
overlook the difficulties which constant visits present but they put 
forward these suggestions on the assumption that British firms are 
sufficiently interested to spend time and money on breaking into the 
market or increasing their existing trade. 


Business Courtesy 

The question of business manners is something which | would not 
presume to mention if I had not been urged to do so by Americans 
who, far from wishing to criticize the British, were genuinely concerned 
at the way in which some English manufacturers antagonize their 
customers or potential customers by failing to show them the courtesy 
and prompt attention to which Americans are accustomed. Whereas 
I could in many cases provide an explanation for delays in delivery, 
high prices and other difficulties I found myself quite unable to 
think up any defence for British firms who took three or four weeks 
and longer to reply to a letter and when they did so gave no explanation 
or apology for the delay ! 

I was told of several cases where firms who had been asked to cable 
a reply had simply ignored the request and answered at leisure by air 
or even surface mail. | was asked why firms, in answer to enquiries 
for their goods, used the phrase that they were “ not interested ” in 
exporting to the United States. This in certain circumstances may 
be the simple truth and an accepted business expression, but I had to 
agree that it is an unfortunate one for any of us to use nowadays in 
dealing with Americans and that a refusal to do business might be 
more tactfully worded

No doubt everyone who goes to the West Coast 1s staggered, as | 
was, by the potentiality of that market ; the rate of expansion is 
fantastic, the purchasing power enormous, the general desire to import 
widespread. The thing, however, which most impressed me and 
which I had not expected was the complete unanimity of the opinion 
of all Americans with whom I talked, fully endorsed by United 
Kingdom Commercial Representatives in the field, that the supply of 
British goods is inadequate and distribution arrangements are un- 
satisfactory 

The contention is that the vast demand for British goods is scarcely 
tapped, because British manufacturers are tied to the distributors in 
the East, who either will not for reasons of cost, or cannot for lack of 
supplies, exploit the West Coast market. Everybody seemed obsessed 
by this problem and urged that more must be done to impress it upon 
British manufacturers. It was suggested to me that manufacturers 
should be careful to make separate agreements in respect of the 
Western States ; and that if agreements had already been made but 
sales were not being promoted vigorously in the West they should seek 
the earliest opportunity to alter the agreements and exclude the West 
Coast from its terms. Americans convinced that United 
Kingdom manufacturers do not in general keep in close enough touch 
with their distributors and certainly do not put enough pressure on 
them to cultivate the West Coast market

The Sample Design 


The sample unit to which each questionnaire related was usually 
a single establishment but, in where it was more 
convenient to do so, information was requested in a consolidated form 
from a sample unit consisting of two or more establishments within 
Wherever such grouping of establishments occurred, it was 
carried out before the sample was selected. (In the first sample 
enquiry returns were in all cases requested from single establishments.) 
In the subsequent description of the sample design the word 
“establishment ” has for simplicity been used in a number of places 
to denote a sample unit consisting of one or more establishments 

The register or “ frame " from which the sample was selected was 
based on the Ministry of Labour’s register of establishments employing 
over 10 persons, to which were added establishments under 
construction not yet on the Ministry’s register. This frame, 
consisting of 55,000 sample units, was stratified into 18 industry 
groups (as shown in ‘Table IL). Within each industry group there 
was further stratification by size of establishment as measured by the 
estimated numbers employed ; in most industry groups there were 12 
size-strata, of which one related to establishments under construction 
at any time in 1949 and 1950, and a second to establishments holding 
building licences for over £50,000 for extensions, etc.

Samples were drawn trom each of the sub-strata formed by the 
cross-classification of sample units by industry and numbers employed, 
and as in the first sample enquiry different sampling fractions were 
adopted for the different sub-strata. In the present enquiry, 
however, somewhat larger fractions used for establishments 
with large numbers of employees than in the first enquiry, and smaller 
fractions for small establishments.

The estimates derived from the enquiry are subject to substantial 
sampling errors, particularly the for individual industry 
groups. ‘Thus the estimated totals of expenditure shown in Tables II 
and III viz. £368 million in 1949 and £430 million in 1950 have 
standard errors of approximately £5 million for each year

British Explore Uncharted 
Territory in Uranium Search 


N NEW Year's Day a British expedition left Freetown on a 

geological exploration of Sierra Leone and the Gold Coast to 
discover whether the radioactive elements, uranium and thorium, 
essential for atomic energy projects, exist in that territory. 

The Ministry of Supply announce that the expedition will use a 
new type of Geiger Counter detecting equipment, mounted in 
Land Rover vehicles, which will automatically record the presence of 
these elements in the subsoil of the country through which it is 
driven, and will also show whether the quantities are significant. 

The party is being led by Mr. Dennis Ostle, a senior geologist of the 
British Geological Survey (Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research). He is being accompanied by Mr. F. H. Hale, an electronics 
expert of the Atomic Energy Research Establishment of the Ministry 
of Supply. Officers of the Sierra Leone and Gold Coast Geological 
Survevs are collaborating in the research

In the case of molybdenum, the plan of distribution is identical, so 
far as concerns the ores and concentrates retained by each country for 
its own consumption, with the plan adopted for the fourth quarter of 
1951.

In carrying out the allocations agreed upon, the governments, both

their private importers might refuse to purchase, and producing

Compared with 
November 1950, entrances were greater by 14 per cent. but clearances 
were 2 per cent. lower. Foreign tonnage accounted for 43 per cent 
of the total entrances with cargo, this proportion being the same as 
in October, but 6 per cent. more than in November 1950; for 
clearances with cargo, the proportion was 32 per cent. against 30 
per cent. in October and 31 per cent. a year earlier. 

Among the shipping recorded as entering in ballast, 1,160,000 tons 
net, the tonnage with passengers only (318,000 tons) was, on a daily 
average basis, the lowest since last April but 25 per cent. greater than 
a year earlier. For vessels calling solely to take on bunkers (84,000 
tons) the daily rate was 262 tons greater than in October and 1,470 
tons more than in the corresponding month of last year. 

Clearances in ballast during November 1951 totalled 2,683,000 
tons net, of which 1,279,000 tons related to vessels which loaded 
bunkers only, the daily average for this category being 5 per cent 
less than in the previous month but 59 per cent. more than in 
November 1950, while for other vessels clearing in ballast the rate, 
which was the lowest since January, was 2 per cent. greater than a 
year earlier.

The following table shows the quantities of coal and oil fuel shipped 
for the use of vessels engaged in the foreign trade and fishing vessels 
during the periods specified. 

The daily average of bunker coal shipped in November 1951 was 
the highest since last June and 4 per cent. greater than a year earlier. 
Shipment of oil fuel for bunkering was, on the same basis, 9 per cent. 
below the peak October figure though it was over one-third greater 
than in November 1950.

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New Competitions for Scottish 
Furniture Industry 


Two COMPETITIONS with the same object—to find new ideas 

and new designers for the lower price range in the Scottish furniture 
industry—are announced by the Council of Industrial Design Scottish 
Committee. One is restricted to town and country craftsmen who 
do not mass-produce ; the other is open to any designer resident in 
Scotland 

The craftsmen's competition has been suggested by the knowledge 
that many finely-designed and executed pieces of furniture are being 
made by hand in Scotland to-day for a very small public. 

Three first-class awards are being offered and each winner will 
have the choice of a cash prize of £70 or an organized tour of Denmark 
and Sweden where the contribution of craftsmen to industry can be 
studied. The best examples submitted for the competition will be 
exhibited in Glasgow in March or April 

The aim of the second competition is to give a new impetus to 
designers in low-price furniture for quantity production, to supplement 
the excellent work being done for the upper end of the income scale 
by Scottish furniture manufacturers. Entries for this competition 
will be in the form of drawings only and three prizes of £50 each, and 
commendation certificates for other entries of merit, are offered. 

Entry forms for the craftsmen’s competition must be submitted 
before January 23, and entries must be delivered by March 21 
Entries for the designers’ competition must be received by February 25

Ban on Import of Parrots Lifted 


HE Ministry of Health are lifting the 21-year-old ban on im- 

porting parrots as from January 8. 

The Parrots (Prohibition of Import) (Revocation) Regulations, 
1951, published on December 29, rescind the Parrots (Prohibition 
of Import) Regulations, 1930, which imposed a general ban on the 
import of parrots, budgerigars, cockatoos, and other birds of the 
parrot species. Tine London Zoo was exempt from the ban. Birds 
could also be imported for medical or veterinary research, or if the 
Ministry of Health authorized the import. During the last two years 
permission was usually granted by the Ministry for the import of 
individual pet parrots. ‘The import of birds for sale was prohibited 
completely 

The lifting of the ban does not, of course, affect any other legal 
requirements. For example, anyone importing a parrot from certain 
countries will still need a Board of Trade licence to import a seed-

Import Duties Orders 


THE TREASURY have made the Additional Import Duties (No. 6) 
Order, 1951, which restores the duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem on 
certain cotton sacks which were temporarily exempted from that 
duty for a period of two years ending on December 21, 1951. 

The Order came into operation on December 22, 1951, 
been published as Statutory Instruments 1951, No. 2291. 

The Treasury have also made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 28) Order, 1951, which provides for the allowance of drawback 
of Customs duty paid on certain imported jute tissue where the tissue 
has been used in the manufacture of sacks of the description specified 
in the Schedule to the Order and the unused sacks are exported or 
shipped as stores. 

The amount of the drawback is to be determined by means of a 
sliding scale based on the value of the tissue, instead of being at a 
flat rate as it was under the scheme replaced by this Order. 

The Order which came into operation on January 1, 1952, has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1951, No. 2257. 

The Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 17) Order, 1951, which 
has also been made by the Treasury, continues for a further period 
of one year, ending on December 31, 1952, the exemption of certain 
iron or steel barrels and drums from duty chargeable under the 
Import Duties Act, 1932. 

The Order which came into operation on January 1, 1952, has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1951, No. 2258.

Maximum Prices for Gypsum Rock, Building Plasters 
and Plasterboard 


THE Minister of Works has had discussions with the producers of 
gypsum rock, building plasters and plasterboard, and has now made 
three Orders,* which came into operation on December 27, 1951, 
which abolish the existing statutory control of the prices of these 
produc ts 

The manufacturers concerned have agreed a voluntary arrangement 
of price control with the Min'stry which provides that maximum 
prices will not be varied without the approval of the Minister. 

The Minister has also agreed to a uniform plasterboard price for 
the whole industry, and the new price is }d. per square yard higher 
than that previously charged by British Plaster Board Limited 
The price of building plasters has also been advanced by 5s. per ton.

THE Council for Cod 
final form Code 204 


f Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
1951), “ In-situ Flooring.”” This Code has 
been drawn up by a Committee convened by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects on behalf of the Council, and is a revision, following 
comments received, of the draft sub-codes previously issued. 

The Code deals with the following types of flooring: concrete, 
terazzo, mastic asphalt, pitch mastic, cement rubber-latex and 
magnesium oxychloride. For each type of flooring, consideration 
is given to the selection of materials, the suitability for various 
conditions of use and other matters affecting design. Recommenda- 
tions are made regarding the bases upon which the flooring should 
be laid. (nformation is given on all work involved in the actual 
laying of a particular flooring. There are notes on slipperiness, 
colour and texture, prevention of cracking, surface treatment, etc., 
and also on maintenance 

The Code carries the usual warning that during present abnormal 
conditions, it may not be practicable to carry out al! the recommenda- 
tions.

The report states that in 1950 Canada’s gross national product 
reached the unprecedented level of nearly 18,000 million dollars 
half again as large as it had been in 1945. It is still rising and the 
figure for 1951 is expected to be as high as 20,000 million dollars 
‘This, of course, is partly a reflection of higher prices though 
approximately one-half of the increase would be represented by an 
accretion in physical terms. Industrial output rose by 8 per cent. 
and agricultural production by 12 per cent. In investment and trade, 
two more important barometers recording the climate of Canada’s 


one 


economy, the record was equally impressive. 


‘The report deals with the year 1950. Since then there have of 
course been a number of major changes, both economic and political, 
in the international situation which have inevitably affected Canada’s 
economy and her trade with Britain. ‘These are discussed in the 
foreword by the Senior ‘Trade Commissioner, to the extent that they 
had become apparent when the book went to press. Moreover, 
evervthing that has happened since then has confirmed the picture 
of rapid expansion in all fields and more particularly in the develop- 
ment of raw material production, which the survey delineates. It 
will therefore provide a comprehensive study of Canada’s economy 
during the critical period of her post war development. ‘The survey

both countries to help in the expansion of United Kingdom exports 
to Canada. Much has been achieved as the figures for 1950 quoted 
in the survey show. Imports into Canada from the United Kingdom 
rose progressively and rapidly from 140 million dollars in 1946 to 
310 million dollars in 1949 and again to 400 million dollars in 1950 
Meanwhile, between 1949 and 1950 imports from the remainder of 
the sterling area rose from 190 million dollars to 240 million dollars 
As a result Canada’s traditional surplus with the sterling area, that 
had amounted to 570 million dollars in 1949, virtually disappeared 
in 1950 


Developments in U.K. Exports 


The remarkable development in the United Kingdom exports to 
Canada in 1950 was commented on by Mr. James Duncan, Chairman 
of the Dollar-Sterling Trade Advisory Council to the Dollar Con- 
vention at Eastbourne in March 1951, when he said: ‘“‘ May I avail 
myself of this opportunity to place the credit where it belongs 
Primarily, it goes to the industrialists of the United Kingdom who 
have responded to the urgings of your Government and to the Dollar 
Exports Board and have given up a proportion of your relatively easy 
sales in the Old World where demand has been well nigh insatiable, 
and undertaken to pioneer your goods in the New World under 
competitive conditions of the most challenging character. There are 
many who said that this voluntary switchover from a profitable to a 
less immediately profitable market would not materialize. 

‘Your penetration of the North American markets over the past 
two years is one of the finest examples I know of the response of a 
people to a patriotic appeal, and yet it would be a grave error to 
conclude that this transference of a part of your activities from the 
sterling to the dollar area was solely an act of self-abnegation ; on the 
contrary, the response of the British industry to the dollar emergency 
was based on the most durable of ali foundations—a combination of 
patriotism and of enlightened self-interest.”’ 

To those who have been working to bring about these results, the 
individual industrialists and exporter ; Government departments ; 
public-spirited bodies like the Dollar Exports Board and the Dollar- 
Sterling Trade Advisory Council (now the Dollar Exports Council), 
who have performed such trojan service through their influence on 
public opinion, in creating an atmosphere receptive to United Kingdom 
exports ; and the Trade Commissioners with the crusading spirit they 
have brought to bear on the task, the impact of rearmament will 
present a further challenge 

It is not surprising that some Canadian importers should have 
become a prey to uncertainty whether or not the United Kingdom 
can still be relied on as a source of supply. It is of the utmost 
importance to convince them that they will not be abandoned. Of 
course there will be difficulties and frustrations, but these will not be 
exclusive to the United Kingdom. During the last war we were 
absent from the Canadian market for a long period. After the war 
we an opportunity to re-enter and we took it, with 
successful results Despite the burden of rearmament we must 
convince our Canadian friends that we are here to stay. 

When one examines United Kingdom exports to Canada in detail, 
it is found that imports of almost all commodities in the “ iron and 
its products ’’ group showed improvement during the period under 
review. ‘The most dramatic increase was in imports of finished 
automobiles (passenger) from 14:7 million dollars in 1948 to 68-3 
million dollars in 1950. Imports of tractors and parts increased from 
1% million dollars in 1948 to 8-2 million dollars in 1950. Rolling-mill 
products rose from 1:7 million dollars in 1948 to 14 million dollars in 
1950 

Canadian purchases of what have been the United Kingdom’s 
principal export to Canada—textiles of all kinds—declined from 
146-4 million dollars in 1948 to 112-9 million dollars in 1950. Two 
tactors contributed to this falling off. The first and most important 
was that the backlog of demand created by the war had been satisfied 
The second was the re-imposition of the Canadian tariff on United 


were given 
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Kingdom textiles on July 1, 1949. 

Imports in the agricultural and vegetable products group increased 
in 1949 (20-8 million dollars as against 15-3 million dollars in 1948) 
due largely to greater imports from the United Kingdom of canned 
and preserved fruits and fruit juices and of alcoholic beverages. A 
further increase to 28 million dollars was shown in 1950. 

In the non-ferrous metals and products group, only a small gain 
was registered. In the non-metallic minerals group imports of sheet 
and window glass improved. Coal imports were however, far below 
pre-war level. In 1938, imports from the United Kingdom of 
anthracite and bituminous coal amounted to 1,258,000 tons, and in 
1950 only to 424,000 tons. 

Following are some brief extracts from passages giving other details 
of other United Kingdom exports to Canada :— 

Biscuits 

Imports into Canada of biscuits in 1949 were valued at 1-2 million 
dollars and of this total, United Kingdom supplied biscuits valued at 
939,011 dollars. 

Confectionery 

The United Kingdom supplied by far the largest part of Canada’s 
imports of confectionery in 1950, sending goods to the value of 3-0 
million dollars in the first 9 months of that year out of total imports 
of 3-4 million dollars in the same period. 


Boots and Shoes (Leather) 

In men’s leather boots and shoes, the United Kingdom has, since 
the end of the war, improved its position, and has now replaced the 
United States as chief supplier. In 1949, 62 per cent. of imports of 
men’s leather boots and shoes came from the United Kingdom and in 
the first nine months of 1950, the percentage was 86. ‘The United 
States is predominant in women’s leather footwear, but in children’s 
leather boots and shoes, the United Kingdom is now the chief supplier 
with 74 per cent. of imports in the first nine months of 1950. 

The increased exports of United Kingdom footwear are due, not 
only to the lowering of prices following revaluation, but also, to some 
extent, to the efforts that the industry, through the Canadian office 
of the Leather, Footwear and Allied Industries Export Corporation 
is making to bring to the notice of the Canadian consumer the merits 
of British footwear and other leather goods. 


Cotton, Woollen and Worsted Piece-Goods 

The cotton piece-goods trade is largely in the hands of the United 
States and United Kingdom, although in 1949, Belgium, France and 
Czechoslovakia all increased their shipments to Canada. In 1950, 
Japan became a competitor in some lines. The United Kingdom 
was the principal supplier of woollen and worsted piece-goods and 
woollen yarns in the first nine months of 1950. Again, in the carpets 
and rugs trade, the United Kingdom is predominant. Woollen 
clothing imports by Canada were valued at 3-8 million dollars in the 
period January-September 1950, and the United Kingdom supplied 
most of the total with goods valued at 3,398,000 dollars. 


Rayon Piece-Goods 

In 1948 and 1949 the United Kingdom enjoyed the major portion 
of this trade, sending 55 and 50 per cent. respectively to the Canadian 
market, but by September 1950, the United States appeared to have 
regained the supremacy it held in the immediate post-war years, with 
63 per cent. of the trade, the United Kingdom obtaining only 29 per 
cent. 
Fishing Nets and Lines 

With both fishing nets and lines, the United Kingdom headed the 
list of exporters to Canada, both in 1949 and 1950. The next 
important supplier was the United States. 


Iron and Its Products 

The Canadian market for goods in this group is very substantial. 
In fact it is the most important group of Canadian imports, with the 
margin of advantage which was created by the revaluation of sterling, 
the United Kingdom should, given certain other conditions such as 
good deliveries, acceptable designs, efficient servicing and stocking 
of spares, be capable of competing successfully for a much larger 
share of this trade. In practically all the categories in the machinery 
group, the United Kingdom, in January-September 1950, supplied 
a larger percentage by value of the total imports than she did in 1949, 
In some items, such as metal-working machinery, printing and book- 
binding machinery, office machinery, power shovels, refrigeration 
machinery, road-making machinery, mining and _ metallurgical 
machinery, motion picture projectors and equipment, the value of 
United Kingdom imports into Canada in January-September 1950, 
exceeded that for the whole of 1949. 
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Domestic Machinery 

The United Kingdom has improved its position relative to the 
United States in electric vacuum cleaners. In the period January- 
September 1950, Canadian imports were 58,433 machines, of which 
46,321 came from the United Kingdom and 8,518 from the United 
States. The reason is that British prices appear to be more 
competitive 
Vehicles 

The large increase in the import of passenger automobiles into 
Canada from the U: ! Kingdom in the last two or three years is 
the most dramatic chapter in the story of the United Kingdom’s 
dollar export drive. From 14,177 cars in 1948, valued at 14-7 million 
dollars, imports in 1949 increased to 31,231, valued at 31-5 million 
dollars, and in January-September 1950, 59,243 cars had been 
imported to a value of 51-9 million dollars, nearly three times the 
number as in the same period of 1949 (21,854). This has been a 
magnificent and spectacular effort, and cars are now the largest single 
item imported into Canada from the United Kingdom, having 
wrested the supremacy from woollen and worsted piece-goods. 
Electrical Apparatus 

The Canadian market is a difficult one for United Kingdom

Netherlands and the Irish Republic 


t M. AMBASSADOR, The Hague, reports that the Trade Agree- 

ment of November 25, 1949, between the Netherlands and the 
Irish Republic, which expired on June 30 last was formally renewed 
on October 29, 1951 

The new Agreement covers the period July 1, 1951 to June 30, 
1952 It is similar to last year's Agreement but the quotas to be 
granted by the Netherlands Government for imports of Irish 
products have been increased from £194,000 to £284,000. These 
products include Blankets and rugs, woollen, cotton and knitted 
garments, ties and scarfs, ropes and cordages, footwear lining and 
suede splits, glass containers acid oil, smoked salmon, shellfish, 
seeds and prune wine 

The Netherlands Government will continue to grant freely, all 
necessary facilities for the importation of cattle from Ireland ; while 
for their part the Irish Government give a similar undertaking in 
respect of the importation of superphosphate from the Netherlands 
and agree to continue their policy of affording reasonable facilities 
for the admission to Ireland of products of Netherlands origin 


Finland and Yugoslavia 


A TRADE Agreement between Finland and Yugoslavia covering 
the period November 1, 1951 to December 31, 1952, was signed in 
Helsinki on October 26, 1951. 

The value of trade under this agreement is estimated at $4 million 
in each direction. Finland’s exports to Yugoslavia will include 
cellulose, paper, cement sacks, birch plywood, machinery and 
apparatus, faience and technical porcelain. Yugoslav exports to 
Finland will include maize, hard wood, various minerals including 
lead, mercury and antimony, polyvinylchloride, and hat shapes.
